TOWNSHIP EXPENSES. 


The attendance at the Town meet- 
jng Monday noon was exceptionally 
small. The accounts of the receipts 
and expenditures were read and esti-

The Fifth Prune. 
Once upon a time an overworked 


woman ran a boarding house, while 
her husband did not do much but spit, 


run errands and talk wise to the 
boarders. 
IEvery afternoon of the year the 


womun measured out the prures for 
supper, always putting in four prunes 
and an exact amount of juice; never 
ae More prunes or juice; never any 
ess, 

The unfortunate clerks who board- 
ed there always knew definitely that 
they would have prunes for supper 
and how many. 

After many years of faithful prun- 
ing, during which time, she had never 
had a change or rest, the faithful 
wife fell sick. 

The husband, hurt beyond express- 
ion that his wife should have acted so 
thoughtless and left him stuck with 
all those boarders hurried to his mar- 
ried sister in the country and with 
tears in his eyes, beyged her to come 
and wrestle with the boarding house 
until something could be done.

Stanley Joutneyed Chousands of miles 
fo lay bare the secrets of Africa to 
the world; but in the northeastern 
corner of the same continent even 
more thrilling exploration has been in 
progress during the past few decades 
through a relatively few feet of sand. 
The exenvators who with pick and 
shovel have been bringing to ght the 
detalis of Egypt's anclent civilization 
and the everyday life of her people.

elvHizations as far-faring Marco Poles 
or Pizarros. 

For a long time Fespt was to the 
rest of the world litle more than @ 
sea of sand with a few dominant. inen- 
uments—the pyramids, the Sphinx, the 
colossi of “Memnon”’—to point to her 
past greatness, Relics of vartaus dy- 
nasties existed side hy side, their re- 
lations often unknown, 

The names of nny kings and seme 
of their noblest exploits were known, 
hut there was general ignorance in re- 
gard to the less exalted Ngyptians, to 
the activities that made up the life of 
this mysterious nation, beside the Nile 
four and perhaps five and six or more 
thousands of yenrs age. Grave rob-

Getting Real Picture of Ancient Life. 
These painstaking methods have 


fully justified themselves. Instead of 
having a confused mass of facts, many 
of them most tnteresting in them- 
selyes, but often perplexing, we ace 
getting hy degrees a complete, intel- 
ligible picture of gypttan Hfe over a 
period of thousands of years, Seem- 
Ingly unimportant things help greatly 
to fill in the pleture, One would hard- 
ly make the mistake of picturing the 
old Egyptinus seratching matches to 
light the kitchen fire, but there was 
for long no true picture to take the 
place of faney, None of the discovered 
Ileroglyphics showed the making of 
fire, and It appeared to be entirely 
Without rellgious s'gnificanee. In re- 
cent years, however, one of the new 
school of excavators sifted from the 
sand a well-preserved fire-how and 
drill and even a board with burnt 
holes, and the problem was solved. 
Temporary towns besides the sites 
of great engineering projects are no 
new thing in the world. Citles for ta- 
borers were conatructed for use while 
sdéme of the pyramids were under 
construction. One such town has bien 
completely uncovered ona gives a 
cross-section of fe under such condl- 
Hons more than 4,600 years ago, The

town was congested and had sections 
like the slums of today with the 
crowded dwellings opening on marraw 
wleys, There were some separate 
dwellings end some barrack-like stroc- 
tures presumably for unmarried werk- 
ors, Bur even in the. most humtie 
heuses evidences were found that thelr 
occupants lived ona higher plane than 
might have heen supposed. Various 
manuscripts were found fauchiding a 
medient treatise ard several wills. And 
in the separate dwellings were found 
such toys as tops and dofls and by 
beats (o shaw that the pastimes of 
ehildren of that remote thie were net 
vastly different from those of today, 
At the very border tine between the 
pre-historic and the historic in Egypt, 
civilization, if has been found, hod 
renched a considerable degree of de- 
yelopment. The tombs of: the first 
Egyptian kings, who lived anywhere 
from 5,000 to 7,000 yeurs ago, are 
such as no barbarians could have 


erected—na fact which pushes the be- 


ginning of Egyptian elvilization into a 
a very dim past indeed. This was he- 


fore the days of pyramid building 
when the tombs were underground 
structures. 


Preserved in the Tombs. 
The furniture of this distant period 
Was by no neans crude as one might 


ussume ft would have been, There 
were ebony chests skillfully inlaid 
with ivory, steals with ivery legs 


carved like the legs of bulls, vessels 
cut from alabaster and ewers of cop- 
per wrought with the cunning that 
only highly skilled eraftsmen could 
have possessed, Daintily fashtoned 
bracelets on the withered arms of. the 
mummy of Egypt's first known qrveen 
add further to the record of the prez 


ress in the arts which Evgypt had it- 
tained when we cateb our first glimpse 


of it down the ages. 

And there is a pretty ttle pietrre 
of the family relations of this ancient 
society. Besides the tomb of the first 
Rgyptian king at Abydos is that of 
his daughter, and carved on her tomb 
the pet name by whieh her father 
knew her— Sweetheart.” 

Mven at that early date the court 
was socfally highly organized. 

Womanhood was sincerely respect: 
ed fn ancient Egypt and espectity 
Was this true of the mothers. What 


:might be called Egopt'’s substituce for 


the fifth commandment ignored the 
father. Tt was an Injunction: ‘Never 


forget what thy mother hath done for 
thee, she bare thee and nourished 
thee in wll manner of ways. If thou 
forgettest her, she might blame thre; 
she might lift up her hands to God 
and He would hear her complaint.” 
In many familles it wds the custom 
for titles and property to pass not to 
the eldest son but to the son of the 
eldest daughter. There was no “moth 
er-in-law joke” in Egypt. To the mind 
of the Egyptian it was the natural 
thing that his wife's retutions should 
take a deeper interest In his affairs 
than his blood relatlons. 

Much of the ability of those who 
live today to look into the past of 
Egypt, to see something of its flesh- 
and-blood Hfe, and to understand 
somewhat of the joys and sorrows of 
{ts people, must be ascribed to the 
preserving powers of the desert. air 
of that sandy land. The perfect con- 
dition of some of the objects recovered 
from tembs is marvelous. One of the 
best examples of this was the tomb 
pf the noble parents of the great 
Queen Tyl. The discoverer of the 
large airy chamber that was provided 
as a home for these Important per- 
Sonages declared that It seemed the 
room might have been shut up only a 
few weeks before. Reautifully carved 
and fnlalq armchairs stood about, on 
them down-stuffed cushions — that 
could have been sat upot without to- 
jury. In another part of the tonm- 
were “twin beds" perfectty peserved. 
The most nmazing discovery of al 
was that of a jar of honey, 3.300 years 
old, still a fluld and still having tts 
recognizable odor.
